When a special event occurs 
involving a student, the story is 
written with a slant for the local 
paper in the student’s heme town, 
and a general interest story is sent 
through the News Service to ap- 
proximately 30 other Orange 
Country news media; newspapers, 
magazines, and radio stations. The 
major portion of these stories goes 
out on Monday with other articles 
sent out during the week. 


Campus news is also sent to 
local papers over the Orange 
County News Service wire from 
Santa Ana. 


House Organs and Trade Journals 
Special interest news stories are 
sent to industrial housé organs and 
professional magazines. A resume 
of SAC’s Journalism Day activities 
was sent, complete with pictures, 
to ‘“‘The California Publisher,”’ and 
a complete story of the recent 
Science Fair was featured in the 
newspaper of Aeronutronics Com- 
pany in Newport Beach. 
Clipping Service 
Newspaper clippings are nioun- 
ted daily on the bulletin board in 
front of the Student Union, and 
are also placed in faculty boxes 
to inform the campus instructors 
of what is going on newspaperwise 
in their special interest fields. 
News of sporting events is sent 
to more than 50 media in southern 
California. Press books are pre- 
pared for football, basketball, and 
spring sports, giving complete in- 
formation on each activity. 
Publicity notebooks are  pre- 
pared following special campus 
events. A whole closet shelf is 
devoted to the storage of these 
books.

Its purpose is to keep the com- 
munity informed on college activ- 
ities, thereby maintaining a feel- 
ing of good will between the col- 
lege and the community.
